Almost every cellar in Fast St. Louis con- 
s some water. Merchants all over the 

city have brought r goods from the base- 
ments to higher stories, as they fear the 
incoming of seep water.

 Gabaret island to Bast St. Louis are cov-

Topeka, Kas., June 2.—The Good situation in

Gov. Bailey's proclamation calling for out- 
side aid was decided upon at a massmeeting 
today, when the governor was requested to 
issue the call. It was decided to make this a 
general appeal for the people all along the 
flooded districts of the state, as well as those 
in Topeka. The plan ts to make Topeka head- 
quarters and to distribute the aid from here 
to the other parts of the state. . 

A meet of the representative people of 
North Topeka who are on the south side was 
held today to arrange for systematic pro- 
tection of their property in North Topeka. 

Immediately after the meeting a large num- 
ber of armed men left in boats for the north 
side. where they will guard property, and their 
orders are to shoot.

CANADIAN FIRM GOES DOWN IW 
TERRIFIC MARKET SLUMP. 


A. E. Ames & Co. of Toronte Caught in 
Raid Said te Have Been Planned in 
New York—Liabilities Hstimated at 


$10,000,000—Creditors Secured by 
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Shares of Considerable Value Un- 
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der Normal Conditions—Entire List 
on Canada Exchanges Affected. 


Montreal, Que., June 2.—{Special.j—Thé | 
worst stock slump Canada has experienced 
in years, accompanied by the failure of a 
firm of stock brokers, with abilities amount- 
ing to nearly $10,000,000, created the wild- 
est confusion in the Montreal and Toronto 
exchanges today.

“when the failure of A. E. Ames & Co, of To- 


securities in which that firm was interested

Against the $10,000,000 Habilittes of Armes 
& Co. the firm holds securities which under 
half way normal conditions would nearly pay 
all obligations. 

The crash of the Ames company was due 
in a large measure to a raid on Canadian Pa- 
cific in New York, the Toronto firm being 
loaded up with that property. 

This firm carried an immense amount of 
stock, principally Dominion Coal, Domipion 
Steel, Twin City, and Detroit United - 
It had large holdings in Dominion 
Steel common, around 70, and 
now selling at 12. Owing to the shrinkage 
in all these securities of late the firm was

Washington. D. C., June 2.—[Special.)—

I 

made a trip to the Pacific slope, I believe, in the 

spring of 1898, for which a strict accounting was 


Answers Tulloch’s Charges. 
There are two personal references to me in the 
Tulloch assertion that I desire to mention briefly, 
and the others I will pase over as unworthy of 
mention.

Tulloch Makes a Threat. 


The other reference relates to Tulloch's displace- 
ment from the position of cashier in the Washing- 
ton postoffice. The first distinct recollection I 
have of Tulloch was shortly after the induction of 
Postmaster Merritt and the appointment of a new 
cashier. A number of Tulloch’s friends asked me 
to infercede for his reinstatement. After I had 
steadily declined to make any intercession, one or 
two or more men called and advised me, as a mat- 
ter of politics and prudence, to have him rein- 
stated. I was advised that Tulloch had been col- 
lecting evidence of improprieties in the postoffice, 
and that if he were not reinstated he would expose 
them. I remember to have stated to one of these 
importunate friends that I could not conceive how

edge reported these alleged irregularities, I would

Financiers of World Interested, 

Certain facts like these finally have turned 
the attention of the financial world toward 
this city, and the result has been within the 
last few years an extraordinary develop- 
ment of this region. When one speaks of 
Pittsburg from an industrial standpoint he 
does not always mean the mere olty itself, 
which has a population of only 321,616. The 
city ranks eleventh in population, and it 
was tweifth in 1890, and also in 1880, the 
actual gain of population being almost iden- 
tical in each of the last two census decades. 

One must consider, however, the county 
of Allegheny, which has an area of over 750 
square miles and a population in 1900 of 
775,000. The extraordinary development of 
this section is not a matter of people but of 
actual wealth.

ILLINOIS’ ONLY. BATTLEFIELD. 


Spot Where Heroes of the Black Hawk 
War Fell Perpetuated by d. A. . 
Dost ot Stillman Run. 


Sterling, III., June 2.—The memory of the 
heroes who lie sleeping on the battlefield of 
Stillman valley, the only battlefield in the 
state of Illinois, is kept green by the flying of 
the American flag the entire year. Whenever 
the flags become faded or frayed or the pole 
broken a new flag is substituted. So far as 
known this is the only place where the flag 
is kept floating over the headstones of the. 
soldier dead in the United States. 

Sixty-five years ago the early pioneers met 
Black Hawk and his warriors at Stillman 
Run, and nine fell on the field, where their 
bodies were consigned. The little G. A. R. 
post of Stillman Run, consisting of fifteen 
members, perpetuate the memory of their 
dead rades in the civil, Mexican, and 
early Indian wars by the use of the American

There were five cyclonic manifestations dur- 
ing April and May at various points in Kan- 
eas, Nebraska, Missouri, and Iowa, as well 
as in Indiana and Ohio, but the combined 
loss of life was but fifty-four, while during 
the same period there were cyclones in Ar- 
kansas and Alabama which killed forty- 
seven, and now June has added 136 more 
to the number, making 183 lives lost by cy- 
clones in the southern states this year. Dur- 
ing the last three years and a half, omitting 
the Galveston storm, which was not in the 
nature of a cyclone, none of these “ twist- 
ing” winds has been so fatal as that of 
Sunday at Gainesville. The flood may be 
guarded against to some extent by engincer- 
ing skill.

As illustrating the tremendous influence 
of the press, the late election will serve for 
some revolving moons to point a moral and 
adorn a tale.”

It is not so much the size 
of the stick or of the man which counts as 
it is the quality of the man. The president 
knows that, for he is a single stick player 
himself.

He thinks he is getting too 
big. But he is all honest bone and muscle. 
He carries no surplus fat. He keeps 
off by constant exercise.’ | 

This is apropos of the announcement that 
the president is to be met at Aurora by 
a squad of twenty of more of the biggest 
policemen on the Ohicago force.
